Death came at the age of 93. Since 
he celebrated his ninety-third birth­ 
day on May 16, M r.

Francisco and a block of store build­ 
ings in Los Angeles.

event of his death, whether by w ill or 
by an arrangem ent for the transfer of 
stock In the company is not known 
here.

CHICAGO, July 24.— Eight een hundred men, women 
and children— possibly more— are dead as the result of one 
of the most horrifying disasters in the history of navigation 
in Chicago. 
At eight o’clock this morning the lake steamer East­ 
land of the Saint Joe line, crowded with 2000 excursionists 
I en route to the Western Electric picnic at Michigan City, 
suddenly listed to one side, righted itself, gave another lurch! 
and sank like a stone in twenty feet of water. 
The steamer was just leaving her dock near the Clark 
street drawbridge as the disaster happened, and the exact: 
has not yet been ascertained. 


WATER SWARMS WITH SCREAMING VICTIMS 


In a moment the water was swarming with screaming 
victims. Scores sank to their death in plain sight of the hor­ 
rified crowds on the shore only a few feet away and yet help­ 
less to render assistance. 
At the time this dispatch is filed, hours after the sink­ 
ing, scores are known to be still imprisoned in the state 
i rooms of the vessel, and in the lower decks. 
The water is so shallow that the right side of the vessel 
is still above the surface. 
Rescuers, working frantically to chop holes in the sides 
of the ship, can plainly hear the agonized screams of those 
imprisoned.

One hour after the accident seventy, bodies had been 
recovered, arid divers are bringing additional bodies to the 
surface with every passing minute. 


TERRIBLE SCENES ENACTED ON DECKS 


Ter rible scenes were enacted at arms length of the 
crowded docks. 
Men heat and trampled women carrying 
babies in their arms. 
Scores of women had their clothing 
practically torn from their bodies in their desperate efforts 
to reach the side of the ship nearest the wharf. 
Captain Pederson declares the accident due to a broken 
air chute, which admitted tons of water into the left side 
of the vessel. Survivors declare that it was due to the many 
hundreds of passengers who crowded to the left rail to wave 
a farewell to their friends ashore. 
Men, women and children are running through the 
istreets screaming the name of wife or husband or “Father” 
land “Mother.’’ 


! MOB TRIES TO LYNCH CAPTAIN AND MATE 


Captain Pederson and First Mate Fisher were at once 
arrested at the request of W. Burkhardt, commissioner of 
public works. 
A short time after their arrest a mob of ten 
thousand attacked the twenty policemen guarding the pris­ 
oners.
